ANTI TRUST LEGISLATION. 
The so-called "anti-truat" billa which 
the Republicana permitted to become 
laws last winter will not likely benefit 
the people or curb the troata. There is 
nothing in the party record and nothing 
in the bills, except the titles, tbat fore- 
bode evil to the combines. Tbe real au- 
tbora of the billa are tke traata them- 

eelves- the very oiipb that tried to hood- 
wink tiie people by eendiog|telegrams to 
the Senators ordering them not to pass 
these "anti-trust" bills. The New Ycyk 
Journal of Commerce and Commercial 
Bulletin of March 25th contains the 
Btory of the authorship of the £lkin8 an- 
ti<rebate bill. A dispatch to that paper 
of that date from Chicago says that at a 
meeting of weatern railway executive 
ofBoialii to disooaa tbe Elkins law, it was 
stated that A. J.Oassatt, Pre-<ident of tbe 
Pennsylvania ; Paul Morton, Second Vice 
President of tbe Santa Fe, and E D. 
Kenna, First Vice President and general 
counsel of tbe Haaie road, are autliors of 
the bill. It is stated tbat the first draft 
of the bill was made by Mr. Kenna and 
embodied the ideas of tbe three men 
named. This draft was submitted to tbe 
President, tbe Attorney General and the 
Obairman of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, and subsequently was 
amended. Aa finally introdaoed, bow> 
ever, tbe bill wu eaaentially tbe bill pre- 
pared from tbe sup(;eBtion<; made by 
Messrs. Cassatt, Morton and Kenna, after 
repeated oonferenoaa attheWbite Honae. 
Mr. Morton says of the law : "I believe 
tbe act will secure the mainterance of 
freight and passenger rater, and this will 
be of inestimable benffit to the entire 
cotintry, tbe railroads, tbe shippers and 
to consuuuerB." 

There is no doubt in the mind of any 
aane man that tbe bill will benefit the 
railroads, but tbe statement that it will 
benefit shippers andconaomers ia a grat- 
tiltoaa inanit to the intelligence of the 
|>eop1e of the country. Tbe railroads can 
be benefited only by increased freight 
rataa, and these moat be paid by ahip- 

pafaand COnRtimere. Tbe railroadN will 
get the benelit und tbe people will pay 
tbe freight. 

Even in the face of tbeae facta the Re- 
publicans will still continue to call the 
Elkins law an anti-troat maaanre. Tbe 
people can't beat aach a game ao long as 
they allow the trusts and the Republican 
party to sbullle and deal Um 
hold tbe stakes as well.
